A small raised 
platform contains a lectern and 
the Holy Ark. Plain, wooden, 
folding chairs constitute the seat- 
ing arrangement for the congre- 
gation. 


The season is winter, the time 
is 6:30 a.m. ‘Old men begin to 
drift in, warming their hands at 
the small electric heater. The 
time for morning prayers is ap- 
proaching. And, for prayers it is 
necessary to have at least 10 men. 


The mood of the play quickly 
ig established. The old men come 
because they are old and lonely 
and must live with their children. 
Some of them reflect, with the 
humor of overstatement, tensions 
between themselves and their 
daughters-in-law. There is a 
crisis. Foreman, one of the regu- 
lars, can’t come. His grand- 
daughter, a mentally disturbed 
young girl, is to be returned to an 
institution. But, suddenly, Fore- 
man does arrive. With him is a 
distracted girl of 18. 


Exorcism 


The play’s action begins to 
move toward one of the most ar- 
resting climaxes in modern the- 
atrical history. The old man, who 
deeply loves his granddaughter, 
is convinced she is possessed of 
a dybbuk . . . a demon, or evil 
spirit. He wants a service of 
exorcism. 


There lurks in all of us enough 
of the ancient past to make the 
rite of exorcism seem not en- 
tirely ‘a relic of superstition. 
Christians know that the Naza- 
rene cast out, or exorcised, devils. 
The primitive Christian church 
included exorcists. There was al- 
ways a priest skilled in the elabo- 
rate ritual of casting out evil 
spirits. In our time we are com- 
ing to know the mind is a great 
and wonderful force. 


There is in the development of 
the play, a search for a famous 
rabbi, known for his research into 
the mysteries, and also for a 
tenth man so that prayers may 
be had. He is what might be 
called a disturbed Madison 
avenue type, divorced and in a 
great state of nerves after having 
been on a long drinking bout. He 
is utterly without religious sensi- 
tivity. 


The play moves dramatically 
and enchantingly toward the ex- 
orcism. The young, go-getter rabbi 
participates with some reluctance. 
“‘T am not quite sure of my rab- 
binical position. But it would 
please me a great deal to believe 
once again in a God of dybbuks.,”’ 


Ceremony 


The exorcism is most com- 
pelling. The Cabalist speaks: 


“Sexton, light the candles.” 
(The sexton lights each man’s 
candle. The Cabalist advances 
slowly to the girl, who stands 
slackly, her body making small, 
occasional jerking movements, 
apparently in a_ schizophrenic 
state. The Cabalist slowly draws 
a line in front of the girl with the 
flat of his toe. He speaks quietly.) 
*‘Dybbuk, I draw this line beyond 
which you may not come . 
Open the ark ... Dybbuk, you 
are in the presence of God and 
His Holy Scrolls. I plead with you 
one last time to leave-the body of 
this girl (there is no answer). 
Then I will invoke the curse of 
excommunication upon your piti- 
able soul. Sexton, blow Tekiah.” 
(The sexton raises his ram’s horn 
to his lips, and the eerie, fright- 
ening tones shrill out.) 


There is an exorcism. 


“Yes, I have a hunger for life 
. . . God of my fathers, you have 
exorcised all truth as I knew it 
out of me. You have taken away

Webb Asks 


Review of 
Jones Case 


The State Court of Appeals 
has been asked to vacate its de- 
cision reversing the embracery 
conviction of H. Candler Jones 
because less than a majority of 
the court rendered it. 


The contention was made in a 
motion for a rehearing filed by 
Fulton County Sol. Gen. Paul 
Webb in which he asked the court 
to set aside its ruling and re- 
consider the case. 


Webb claimed in the motion that 
the reversal decision—in which 
the court threw out the 1959 con- 
viction of Jones on a charge of 
attempting to influence a grand 
jury foreman—was invalid be- 
cause it was rendered by only 
three of the Court of Appeals 
judges instead of four. There are 
seven judges on the court. 


The solicitor also claimed in a 
16-page document filed with the 
court that the court overlooked 
oral testimony in the trial record 
which indicated that Jones had not 
abandoned the idea of influencing 
the foreman, Edward Westlake. 


In an opinion written by Judge 
B. C. Gardner, the court reversed 
Jones’ Fulton Superior Court con- 
viction on the grounds that he was 
entrapped into attempting to buy 
off the grand jury investigation of 
his dealings with the state govern- 
ment,

Japanese Peril Hagerty 


Eisenhower 
Sticks to 
Trip Plans

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Several 
members of Congress called Fri- 
day for firm guarantees that the 
Japanese government can protect 
President Eisenhower from leftist 
mobs when he visits Japan next 


i week. 


They made the demands after 
the President let it be known that 
he intended to proceed with the 
trip despite the anti-Ike mobs 
which attacked White House press 
secretary James C. Hagerty and 
other U.S. officials at Tokyo Air- 
port. 

The demands came from Sens. 
Humphrey (D-Minn), Aiken (R- 
Vt) and Monroney (‘D-Okla), 
among otherg. All feared for the 
President’s safety in view of the 
angry attack on Hagerty. 


SETS OFF DEBATE 


The President’s decision to go 
ahead with the trip touched off a 
should-he-go-or-not debate in 
Washington. 


A majority of Congressmen ex- 
pressing an opinion said either 
that the decision was up to him or 
that he should go lest the United 
in the Orient 
by appearing to back down before 
the Reds. A few firmly opposed 
the trip. 


TO LEAVE SUNDAY 


The President’s insistence on go- 
ing reflected his belief that cancel- 
ing the trip now would hand the 
Communists a propaganda victory 
and possibly destroy the anti-Com- 
munist front which the United 
States has so carefully built in 
the west Pacific. 


Associate White House press 
secretary Anne Wheaton said the 
President “was concerned, of 
course’’ about the mob violence 
against his aides. But she refused 
to describe him as being alarmed. 
Eisenhower is scheduled to leave 
here at 8 a.m., EST, Sunday for 
Alaska on the first leg of the tour. 


Senate Democratic leader John- 
son said the President had the 
best information on the attack on 
Hagerty and must make the 
decision. He said he wouldn't pre- 
sume to advise the President on 
a matter so definitely within his 
jurisdiction. 

Aside from the trip, Johnson 
said the Tokyo Airport demon- 
stration must be considered care- 
fully as “‘another example of blind 
Communist fanaticism which pre- 
sents such danger to free insti- 
tutions.”’

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Airline Crash kills 


29 in Australia 


MACKAY, Australia (UPI) — A trans-Australian 
turbo-prop airliner, circling an airport in heavy fog 
waiting for it to clear, crashed into the Pacific Ocean 
Friday night and all 29 persons aboard, including a U.S. 
consul and another American, were feared to have 


perished. 
The Americans were identified 
as J. F. O'Grady, consul for 


Queensland, and Vincent Bisson, 
of Boston, Mass. The body of 
O’Grady, 40, who is also believed 
to be a native of Massachusetts,

But 
Israel has denied this. Eichmann 
is now being held in an undis- 
closed prison in Israel awaiting 
trial.

France Hit 
By Strike of 
Civil Aides 


Public Services 


PARIS (AP)—French civil serv- 
ants snarled this nation’s daily 
life Friday with a 24-hour strike 
for more pay. The walkout, by 
more than a million workers, was 
a clear warning to the govern- 
ment that growing labor demon- 
strations could paralyze the coun- 


try. 


The strike halted or seriously 
disrupted mail service, marriages, 
burials, public schools, commer- 
cial plane flights, garbage col- 
lection, manual telephone service, 
customs inspection and many lo- 
cal and national government func- 
tions. Water pressure was down. 
Two out of three Paris sewer 
workers remained above gound. | 


TAKE TO STREETS 


To bring their cause to the pub- 
lic eye, strikers in Paris and some 
provincial cities took to the streets 
to march, wave banners, sing, 
chant and boo Finance Minister 
Wilfred Baumgartner. 


Between 10,000 and 15,000 strik- 
ers in the capital tramped half a 
mile down the Rue de Rivoli 
chanting ‘‘Raise our Salaries.” 
They carried signs with the fig- 
ures “45,000,” indicating their de- 
mand for a 45,000 franc—$90 — 
minimum monthly wage. 


Nurses in crisp uniforms, post- 
men on bicycles, telephone repair- 
men and office workers of all 
sorts paraded peacefully down the 
midcity artery, blocking traffic 
for more than an hour. In front of 
the Finance Ministy, located in 
the Louvre, the crowd halted 
briefly to boo and whistle. 


STAND ASIDE 

The marchers then made a half- 
hearted effort to press on to Pres- 
ident de Gaulle’s palace. A police 
official indicated heavy riot squad 
reserves standing by in side 
streets. The march leaders ar- 
gued briefly, then stood aside. 


The crowd, dampened by a 
shower, rolled up the banners and 
drifted away. 

Mass meetings and parades 
were held in Nantes, La Rochelle, 
Metz, Bordeaux, Montpellier and 
Mulhouse. 


At Mulhouse, several hundred 
strikers sat down in the streets 
and blocked traffic. 


The strike was most effective 
among schoolteachers. An aver- 
age of 90 per cent struck. In 
many cases, children of working 
mothers were cared for, even 
though formal classes were not 
held.

SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP) — A 
miner, trapped 10 hours 100 
feet below the surface, his right 
arm caught under a boulder, was 
rescued Friday. 


A physician said Calvin Trevor 
Mellish, 42, Escondido, Calif., ap- 
peared to be in good condition com- 
sidering his ordeal. The arm, at 
first feared crushed, did not ap- 
pear to be broken. 


Mellish had been tapped by a 
rock slide in the Tourmaline mine 
two miles north of Pala, a back- 
country mission community 560 
miles northeast of San Diego. The 
slide pinned Mellish in a_ bent- 
over, standing position on a nar- 
row ledge. 


U.S. Missile Nails

WASHINGTON (UPI)—The Army announced Fri- 
day that a Nike-Hercules anti-aircraft missile shot down 
a Corporal ballistic missile in an “experiment” over the 
White Sands, N.M., missile range a week ago.

It acknowledged, however, that 
the demonstration had “no direct 
relation” to the program for de- 
veloping a missile that will be 
able to knock down intercontinen- 
tal ballistic missiles. 


Army officials refused to say 
how fast the Corporal missile was 
traveling, at what height it was 
intercepted and how far from the 
Nike-Hercules launching pad it 
was fired. 


The Corporal, the first opera- 
tional U.S. ballistic missile, has 
a maximum range of 80 miles, 
a maximum altitude of 26 miles 
and a speed of about 2,000 miles 
an hour. 


Intercontinenal ballistic missiles 
travel seven to eight times as fast, 
measure their height in hundreds 
of miles and have ranges up to 
9,000 miles. 


The Army said the Nike-Her- 
cules which downed the Corporal 
was an improved model featuring 
advances in the system’s radars 
which detect, track and guide the 
air defense missile.

Unit System Intent 


That old stock phrase about the county 
unit system stopping political machines 
at the county line is getting a bit shop- 
worn. But politicians continue to mouth 
it in mock sincerity and many people— 
too many—believe them. 

This week we heard it again from 
Peter Zack Geer and other top state of- 
ficials. 

The truth is, and the politicians know 
it, that the unit system as practiced in 
Georgia is a travesty on democratic rule. 
While it might stop political machines at 
the county line, it was designed by poli- 
ticians as a method to establish statewide 
machines and to perpetuate themselves in 
power. 

The unit system indeed is an asset to 
politicians. It makes it easy to give a 
sop here and another there in buying up 
counties cheaply. with taxpayers’ funds. 
It offers a convenient vehicle for promises 
and for railing at so-called “big city” 
machines. It makes it possible to pass out 
a few political favors to local leaders for 
their “vote and influence’—mostly “in- 
fluence.” 

The county unit system which dilutes 
the vote of more and more Georgians ev- 
ery year is an iniquitous and unfair device 
without value to anyone except politicians 
and those vested interests which use them. 
It makes control of the state easier 
through denying the right of equality at 
the ballot box. 

Those who warn of the dire conse- 
quences of ending this undemocratic sys- 
tem mainly have in mind the “dire 
consequences” it would have to their own 
political hides.

President’s Safety Is 


Paramount Concern 


The dramatic rescue by a U.S. Marine 
helicopter pilot of James C. Hagerty, 
presidential secretary, and U.S. Ambassa- 
dor Douglas MacArthur IT from a Tokyo 
mob is certainly enough to cause worry 
about the President's safety on his forth- 
coming trip. 

As of yesterday the White House had 
not changed its plans about the presi- 
dential visit. Tokyo has guaranteed his 
safety and insists on going through with 
it. But if President Eisenhower should 
have to be similarly rescued, this country 
would suffer a propaganda reverse in 
Asia of great proportions. 

The demonstrators, Japanese Socialists 
and Communists, represent a minority in 
Japan. It is obvious that Moscow is doing 
everything possible to prevent the Eisen- 
hower journey. Most Japanese would wel- 
come him. 

It would be a diplomatic defeat to call 
off the trip. It also might mean the down- 
fall of the Kishi government. But it should 
be postponed—preferably by Japan—if 
there is any doubt about the President's 
safety and if the dignity of the highest 
office in our land is to be subjected to 
such insults.

Up-and-coming Clayton County has 
landed another major industrv—a four- 
million-dollar paint factory and distribu- 


tion center. It’s the fourth major manu- 


facturing concern to choose Clayton in 
the past 18 months. 

And that's not the end of it. The 
county's potential barely has been 


touched. Additional industries are making 
plans to move into the area, creating new 
jobs and promoting other business de- 
velopments. Percentage-wise the county's 
population is increasing at a more rapid 
rate than any in the five-county metro- 
politan region. 

This, of course, tends to bear out pre- 
dictions by the Chamber of Commerce 
that metropolitan area growth may be 
even greater in the next decade than in 
the past. Location of the county itself and 
expressway construction makes ita nat- 
ural for development. 

One thing Atlanta's metropolitan area 
has that many other large cities do not 
have is room to grow. Its geography and 
its position as a giant distribution and 
transportation center makes rapid growth 
inevitable. It is imperative this growth be 
planned and the time for planning is 
now.

Alcoholics Is Sound

Municipa] Judge James Webb has been 
interested for years in the adoption of re- 
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habilitation measures for the large num- 
ber of persons repeatedly before the court 
on charges of drunkenness. 

Momentum to such efforts has been 
added by the Atlanta Citizens Crime 
Committee. A subcommittee from the 
group will take its proposal on a rehabili- 
tation program to city officials within the 
next few weeks. Mayor Hartsfield already 
has commented favorably on the sug- 
gested project. 

The subcommittee notes that Atlanta 
police last year made 46,110 arrests for 
drunkenness and about 98 per cent of 
persons involved were sentenced to the 
city prison farm. Cost of housing the 
prisoners is estimated at more than 
$1,200,000. In addition, there is the cost of 
police services, jail and court operation, 
transportation, etc. 

Surely city officials not only recog- 
nize the need for a rehabilitation program 
for alcoholics but will move full speed to- 
ward activating it.

Here’s a Way Counties 
Can Increase Revenue 


State law should require car owners 
to pay their auto taxes at the same time 
they buy their tags. 

The one-shot plan, recommended by 
Fulton County tax officials and by sev- 
eral grand juries in the state, would pre- 
vent the loss of large sums of money to 
counties. 

Present law requires tag buyers to 
swear that ‘the previous year’s taxes on 
their vehicles have been paid. In view of 
the fact that in Fulton alone between 
$150,000 and $200,000 are owed in back 
taxes on cars, there must be thousands of 
Georgians or former Georgians who have 
sworn falsely on their tag applications. 

It’s a gigantic task to cross-check the 
records and track down delinquents. As a 
result, a large number get away with 
thumbing their noses at tax collectors. 

All counties that want what is right- 
fully theirs from auto taxes would do well 
to prod their legislators. Such action could 
accomplish wonders toward passage of 
the one-shot plan, a proposal which twice 
has been before the General Assembly 
but lost out—apparently because the ma- 
jority of lawmakers felt it would be po- 
litically unpopular to tighten down too 
much.

There are few indeed who can feel 
sympathy for Adolf Eichmann, the man 
charged with responsibility for the death 
of six million Jews in Europe during 
Hitler’s mad rule.

this ‘‘new period’ in world history is the latest demonstration of an 
eternal truth in politics. This truth is that no nomination or elec- 
tion is a certainty until it has been accomplished, however over- 


whelming the prospect may appear. 


And this is particularly so when 
the stake involved is the presiden- 
cy of the United States. 

Since this truth has been firmly 
established in the annals of Amer- 
ican politics, it is strange that it 
is usually ignored. And the pre- 
vailing disposition to ignore it is 
stranger in view of certain un- 
changing verities. Among these 
are: 

The narrow and shifting margin 
by which a major political party 
wins or loses a national election. 
The unanticipated events that 
can shift this margin from the 
apparent loser to the unexpected 
winner, especially in the last 
stages of a contest. The incurable 
nature of an ambition to be presi- 
dent. The strength of this ambi- 
tion that enables it to be pursued 
with small hope of success. 

When Kennedy warned his 
party not to discount Nixon in ad- 
vance as a presidential candidate 
(and he certainly would say. that 
emphatically of Rockefeller), he 
has had in mind these ever- 
present hazards of a national con- 
test between the Democrats and 
the Republicans that are supple- 
mented this year by explosives 
scattered about the world. In 
common with all political realists, 
Kennedy knows that Aesop's tor- 


toise was not the first or the last 
to beat a hare which made the 
mistake of over-confidence. 

Nixon, too, is definitely unlike 
the hare of the fable but Rocke- 
feller’s statement is the first solid 
challenge to his pace on the 
course to the Chicago convention. 
If he declines to change his tac- 
tic of reserving until he has been 
nominated his ‘“‘precise’’ propos- 
als to meet the “great matters 
before the nation,”’ as Rockefeller 
has demanded, he will be on the 
defensive in the party until late 
July. Because there is real Re- 
publican opposition to him, 
though it has perforce been latent 
until the governor’s strong en- 
couragement, that posture could 
be dangerous to his ambition. 

If the vice president meets the 
Rockefeller challenge, he must to 
some degree disclose his differ- 
ences with certain acts and poli- 
cies of the administration. And, 
while the President has given a 
sort of blessing to such a dis- 
closure, it could embroil Nixon's 
own supporters in the convention. 
Also, it could make impossible 
the choice of platform language 
which would endorse the positions 
of both the administration and the 
convention candidate without 
arousing public scorn,

MET AT UNDERPASS 


They heard reports that two 
helicopters had landed at the air- 
port and Hagerty might try to fly 
out on one of them and escape 
the crowd. The copters were there 
but Hagerty chose to go ahead 
by car. 


The crowd burst out of the ap- 
proach roads and onto the main 
route circling the airport. They 
met the limousine just as it 
emerged from an underpass. 


The sea of demonstrators, tak- 
en aback to find their prize in 
front of them, hesitated momen- 
tarily and then closed in. 


In accented English they shout- 
ed: “Goh hoh-mu Ha-g-chee”’ and 
““Goh hoh-mu Yankee.” 


THREW STONES, DIRT 


In the initial onslaught some 
threw stones and dirt. Others 
whacked the car with their ban- 
ner standards. A few kicked. it. 
Some got together and rocked it 
back and forth while others sat 
in the road. Half a dozen climbed 
on the roof and exhorted their 
fellows. 


One tail light was smashed. A 
chromium-plated flagpole was 
broken off the front bumper. The 
hood was dented. The car win- 
dows were cracked. No move was 
made to reach inside. 


Hagerty, with a cigaret dan- 
gling from his lips, took snapshots 
of the milling crowd with a minia- 
ture camera. He scribbled on a 
pad of paper, chatted with news- 
men and accepted a note from 
one of the crowd. 


POLICE ARRIVE

Finally he came down with a 
whoosh, whipping up a small tor- 
nado of dust with his rotors and 
scattering the mob for a brief 
moment. That was enough to per- 
mit police to hurry the three 
Americans out of the car and into 
the copter. 


A few minutes later they land- 
ed at a small American heliport 
in Tokyo and sped to the embassy, 
entering the Colonial style resi- 
dence by a back gate to avoid 
arousing several thousand demon- 
strators standing in front of the 
chancery, 150 yards away. 


Soon the embassy switchboard 
was swamped with calls from 
Japanese expressing personal 
shock and regret at the demon- 
stration.

Pagans Worry, Too, 


Atlantan Discovers 


By JIM BENTLEY 


In every age there is someone who writes that 
the happiest man is the aboriginal tribesman—no H- 
bomb to worry about, no taxes, none of the problems 
of a sophisticated city—or suburban—dweller. 


And in every age there is someone who disagrees 
with the preceding old wives’ tale. 


In this case it's a young Atlanta woman who should know what 
she is talking about. She is Miss Betty Yarbrough, Christian 
missionary to the jungle Isle of Cebu in the Philippines. 


Although many of the Filipinos are followers of a great re- 
ligion—Christianity, Islam, Buddhism—a few tribes are pagan, and 
hostile to Christian missionaries. ‘‘The tribes were once very 
fierce,"’ Miss Yarbrough says. 


But they have no peace, she told a Constitution reporter. The 
pagans are not happy, carefree souls, but are ‘“‘very fearful.” 
They still offer sacrifices to their gods when they see a storm 
brewing or experience any natural disaster, she related.

A native of Atlanta, Miss Yarbrough attended Roosevelt High 
School and graduated in 1951 from Atlanta Christian College. After 
two years in the Philippines she returned in 1955 to study practical 
nursing at Grady Hospital, then back again to the islands as a 
missionary for Grant Park Christian Church. 


She lives near the town of Talisay, where transportation is 
difficult and “‘you do the best you can with what you've got."’ She 
administers typhoid shots, advises new mothers and “once almost 
had to deliver a baby.” Besides all that she teaches music, Eng- 
lish and Greek (for Filipinos who want to read the New Testament 
in the original) at the Bible Seminary. 


One of her greatest experiences in the islands, she says, was 
the conversion of the chief of the Terorays—one of the more back- 
woodsy of the local boys—at a Christmas service she conducted 
on the Isle of Cebu. 


Methodists To Air $3,600 Pastor Pay Floor 


One of the most important, if successful, proposals facing the 
annual South Georgia Methodist Conference next week is a sug- 
gestion by the ministerial support commission to raise salaries of 
many south Georgia preachers to a near-living wage.

Tempera and oils had dried, and the graduates 
and students of the Atlanta Art Institute had washed 


and scraped the paint from their hands and beneath { gi & ‘ 


their nails. 
Before Friday night’s gradua- 


. tion exercises at the only pro- 


fessional art school in the state 
of Georgia, students had scur- 
ried frantically around the Great 
Gallery of the Atlanta Art Mu- 


- seum, hammer, saw, nails and 


paintings in hand,installing and 
hanging the end-of-the-year 
show. 


The show, which is on display 


, until June 24, includes exam- 


ples of students’ work in ad- 
vertising design, _ illustration, 
painting, sculpture, life drawing, 
photography, interior design, 
watercolor painting, fashion lay- 
outs, graphics, and calligraphy. 


The school fills a peculiar 
niche in the lives of its students. 
Some are the bearded bohemian 


- or beatnik types who frequent 


the coffee houses of Atlanta, 
dressed in paint-smeared khaki 
trousers and sandals or tennis 
shoes. Others are housewives, 
who rush through the supper 
hour with their husband ‘and 
children to dash for an hour or 
three of instruction in interior 
design at the old gabled build- 
ing at 1236 Peachtree, NE. 


As the students differ in per- 
sonality and looks, so do their 
motives for study_differ. Homer 
Herrington, 25, and a native of 
Hazlehurst, a graduate in paint- 
ing who received a four-year 
professional diploma, plans to 
continue his painting now that 
his school training is completed. 


“IT hope to make a living by 
doing free-lance work... 
practically any kind. That’s the 
work I’ve done to pay for my 
tuition. 


Mrs. Patricia Shives was one 
of the students who received 
special three-year certificates in 
interior design from the night 
school. A housewife, she took the 
course ‘‘purely for my own in- 
formation and employment.”’ 


Her course of study at the one- 
night-a-week classes included 
the history of furniture, draw- 
ings of room arrangements, and 
study of colors and fabrics. 


“Since I’m not going into the 
professional field of interior de- 
sign,’”’ Mrs. Shives said, “‘I was 
most interested in the research 
and history part of the work. I 
particularly liked the student 
reports on subjects related to 
interior design . like the 
history of wallpaper.” 


An Atlanta student who re- 
ceived a three-year professional 
certificate in advertising design, 
Edward J. Banke, said he first 
chose to attend the Atlanta Art 
Institute because ‘‘it was close.”’ 


“IT had a lifelong ambition to 
be an artist,” he said, “though 
I was a little late in getting 
started.”’ Mr. Banke, who is 31 
and a veteran, had worked as 
a machinist and almost com- 
pleted his college work before 
beginning his art training. 


“When I first started at- 
tending the institute, I was sur- 
prised at the number of elderly 
ladies who were in the classes.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Manu- 
facturing corporations chalked up 
record first quarter sales and pro- 


fits this year, the government re- 
ported Friday. 


Their after-tax profits totaled 
$4,000,000,000, $200,000,000 above 
the first quarter of 1959. But the 
total was well below the $4,900,- 
000,000 earned in the second quar- 
ter of 1959. 


Profit margins rose to 4.7 cents 
per sales dollar in the first quar- 
ter, up 0.2 cents from the closing 
months of 1959 and unchanged 
from a year ago. 


Sales of manufacturing corpo- 
rations, bolstered by heavy de- 
mand for steel and automobiles, 
set a first quarter record of $85,- 
700,000,000. This was unchanged 
from the last quarter of 1959 and 
up 6 per cent from the first quar- 
ter of 1959. 


A report by the Securities and 
Exchange Commission and the 
Federal Trade Commission said 
most major manufacturing indus- 
tries posted profit increases in the 
first quarter of the year.

Remember all that talk in the ’40s about the atomic 
age of travel—atomic cars, atomic buses and that sort of 
thing?

K. McCune, vice president of 
engineering services for the Gen- 
eral Electric Co. In a press con- 
ference at the Dinkler Plaza 
Hotel Friday, he said: 


“I never expect to see an 
atomic-powered automobile or 
locomotive. I can’t think of an 
application of atomic energy 
where you would gain anything 
over oil or gas.” 

On the other hand, said Mc- 
Cune, the earth's supply of coal 
and gas and oil quite likely will 
be gone by the year 2000. Or al- 
most gone. 


USED UP HALF 


“It took millions of years for | 


all the coal and oil to be put 
here.” he said, “and we've prob- 
ably used up half of it in the last 
hundred years. 

“T think it will be the end of 


the century before there's any 
great problem, but someday our 


chemical fuel is bound to run out | 


and we're going to have to find 
other ways to get about. 


“I don't think we have to wor- 
rv, though—we've always been in- 
genious enough to do what we 
needed to do, even if it costs a 
little more.”
